INSTANCES OF MORBID IMPULSE. 


Cases of ''£iuotional Insanity " ^ a t a l 
Fascination of a Sadden Thougbt. 


It is a familiar idea that people at the 
top of a high tower or on ^ e edge of a 
dizzy cliff feel tempted to throw them- 
I selves over. This is, perhaps, the com- 
monest instance of a morbid impulse. 
Yet there'is in the term a significance, a 
Inreadth of suggestion, which must relate 
back to the experience of every man and 
woman and eicplain fedings which have 
at the time seemed odd beyond explana- 
tion, feelings which have often led an 
innocent, self respecting individual to the 
very verge of an atrocity which would 
have made of him a criminal. 


Morbid impulses maybe criminal or 
humorous. 
The humorous, no doubt, 
when executed, often carry their perpe- 
trator to the commission of assault and 
battery, at least. That the criminal im- 
pulses of this kind are responsible for a 
very large proportion of offenses against 
criminal laws no one acquainted with 
that line of defense known as emoticmal 
insanitv can for a moment doubt. 
And 


the very vital interest attaching to all 
such cases depends in a large degree on 
the hazy and almost indefinable causes 
and surroundings which are involved in 
the consideration of morbid impulses. 


History records notable instances. 
It 
was, i3erhaps, more than anything else, 
due to a morbid impulse that Nero struck 
off the head of that Roman artisan who 
came to him with a beaten glass cup in 
his hand and affirmed that the secret of 
making glass malleable had yielded to 
his patient investigation. 
The historians 
who mention the hitherto irreparable loss 
civilization has sustained by the failure 
to perjietuate this wonderftil invention 
ascribe Nero's act to a fear lest the 
precious metals should be superseded. 
But to a student of this fascinating sub- 
ject there can be no doubt that Nero fell 
an instantaneous victim to a morbid im- 
pulse to crush out at one blow this mar- 
velous discovery. 
It seems, indeed, 
relief to find so himian an impulse in the 
nature of a creature who was so in- 
human as to fiddle when the greatest 
city of the world was burning. 


Railings are built securely around the 
tops of all the tallest towers in the world 
to prevent involimtary suicides. 
The 
subject of a morbid impulse loses at once 
all regard for consequences. 
Whether 
the indulgence of the craving so suddenly 
born will put an end to his own life, even, 
or inflict a dangerous or fatal injury on 
some other, perhaps a friend or loved 
one, is immaterial. 


It is quite conceivable that a dentist, 
on almost imcoveriug the throbbing nerve 
of a tooth, should be seized with a sud- 
den desire to penetrate to that sensitive 
tissue, and should, with one movement 
of the wrist, thrust the instrument deep 
into the agonized cavity. 
But it isn't 
likely that such cases would become 
known if they happened. 
And there 
woidd be under all such circumstances 
the general excuse of accident or unfore- 
seen complication. 


It is thought by some that many of the 
instan ees recorded in the daily papers of 
fatal wounds inflicted by weapons in the 
hands of i^ersons who "didn't know they 
were loath d" may bo explained on the 
theory of morbid impulses. 
The Irish- 
man at D()un3'brook fair, who hit every 
bare pate he saw, was moved first of all 
by a morbid impulse. There is sometliing 
devilish in the disposition of many if not 
most human beings, which may never 
crop out, never come to be realized in the 
domaiJi of their consciousness, but which 
may st^'ize. on them with a force appar- 
ently sii])crhuinan at some critical mo- 
ment, when wfvjpon in hand, perhaps in 
six)rt, a huuian life is put suddenly in the 
balance niul a morbid impulse weighs 
down the fntal scale. 


It is ujidoubtedly a morbid impulse 
which prom})fs one to laugh consumedly 
at the fall of a stranger on the icy pave- 
ment. 
There is nothing in itself amusing 
in a fall, which may inflict great injury. 
But a laugh on a public thoroughfare is 
generally its attendant. 


Peo)ile riding in railway cars are not 
infre(|uently smitten by morbid impulses 
to knock the hats off people on the station 
platform as the train passes. People call- 
ing on a parvenu are often tempted to 
shriek out in his crowded drawing room 
that he made his millions pig sticking. 
People in a public assemblage are famil- 
iai'ly reminded of the man who shrieked 
just to break the stillness when Patti 
rested so long on high C. Every man 
may havp, and most people do have, 
morbid ÍTiij)ulses. 
The well disciplined 
mind drxvsji't yield to and is often not 
conscious of ihem.—John Paid Bocock in 
Detroit Free Press. 


roi eis«» Students in Sldinburgb. 


The Scotti.sh imiversities are certainly 
not so called liocause they are confined to 
Scotti.sh students. 
In the medical classes 
at Edinburgh this year* nearly as many 
English us Scotch students have enrolled, 
the ie8})e(;tive numl)ers being 718 and 769. 
There are 80 "medicals" from India, in- 
cluding Thakoor, of (Jondal, a reigning 
Indian (thief, til from Ireland, 265 from 
the various British colonies, and others 
from ahnost every country in the world. 
Only 40 p<'r cent, of the medical students 
are Scottish. 
The total of matriculated 
students is 3,035, an increase of some 
1,300 in ten years, while in twenty years 
the immi)ers have considerably more than 
doubled. 
It is not generally known that 
the lord re>ctorship was originally institu- 
ted as a jmitection to foreign students. In 
the olih'st Scottish universities the stu- 
dents aro divided for electoral ¡)uriK>se8 
into what are called "nations," and the 
rector is elected by a majority of "na- 
tions," not by a majority of votes. 
This 
does not hold in Edinburgh, where the 
rectorship is of very recent origin.—St. 
James' Gazette.

the bureau of volcanic geology of the 
gieological survey, will read a paper at 
the next meeting of the National Acad' 
emy of Sciences embodying the results 
of the study of an immense mass of data 
upon the Charleston earthquake. 
He 
does not i>urpose going beyond well 
proved facts as to the nature, 
origin, 
and influence of seismic phenomena, 
but he believes that the material in 
hanil, when fully worked up, will adc 
much to the mass of human knowledge 
regarding the rate of motion of earth 
waves and kindred points of scientific 
interest, and that it will be especially 
valuable in suggestions for the observa- 
tion and study of future phenomena. 
The advance made latterly in respect 
to a knowledge of earthquake phenom- 
ena may be illustrated by a single point. 
The recorded rate of motion of the 
earthquakes of history varies from 300 
to 900 meters jier second. 
The data 
upon the Charleston disasters prove 
conclusively that its earth waves trav- 
eled between 4,000 and 5,000 meters per 
second, while French journals at hand 
containing 
observations 
upon 
the 
Riviera shocks gave rates almost as 
high. 
It is not supposed that modem 
earthquakes are more energetic than 
their predecessors, but it is certain that 
modern methods and opportunitio» give 
safer resrdts.

It 13 a faniiliiir idea that people at tho 


top of a hifih (owcr or on tba edge of a 
diz?,y cliff t^\ tempted to throw Uioiu- 
eolvcri over. Thid is, pcrhaprf, tho com- 
monest instance of a morbid impulse. 
Yet tficm'is in tho term a Bigniticajico, a 
breadth of suygestiou, wliich must relate 
back to the experience of every man and 
woman and cxplnin feelings which havo 
at tho time seemed odd beyond explana- 
tion, frolings which have often led an 
innocent, belf respecting individual to thn 
very verge of an atrocity which would 
have made of him a criminal. 


Morbid itnptilseo may bo criminal or 


humorous. 
Tho humoroiw, no doubt, 


when executed, often carry their perpe- 
trator to tho commission of :iisaulfc and 
battery, at least. That tho criminal im- 
pulses of this kind aro responsible for a 
very largo proportion of offenses against 
criminal laws no one acquainted with 
that line of defense known as emotional 
Insanity can for a moment doubt. And 
tho very vital interest attaching to-all 
such c:isca depends in a large dpgirn on 
tho hazy ;md almost indeCnable causes 
and surroundings wliich are involved i 
tho consideration of morbid impulses. 


History records notable instances. It 


was, prrhnps, more than anything elsa, 
duo to u morbid impulso that Nero struck 
off the head of that Roman artisau who 
camo to htm with a Iwaten glass cup in 
Wa hand and affirmed that tho secret of 
making glass malleable had yielded to 
his patiunt investigation. Tho historians 
who mention tho hitherto irreparable loss 
civilization lias-sustained by tho failure 
to porpefuato this wonderful invention 
ascribe Nero's act to a fear lest th« 
prtcious metals should bo superseded. 
But to a student of this fascinating sub- 
ject f hero can bo no doubt that Nero fell 
an instantaneous victim tfi a morbid im- 
pulse to crush out at on» blow this mar- 
velous discovery. 
It seems, indeed, a 


relief to find so human an impulse in the 
nature of a creature who was ao in- 
human as to fiddle when trio greatest 
city of thn world was burning. 


Railing aro built securely around the 


tops of ail tho tallest towers in tho world 
fo prevent involuntary suicides. 
Tho 


subject of n morbid impulm loses at once 
all rcjrard for consequences. 
Whether 


the indulgence of tho craving BO suddenly 
born will put an end to his own life, oven, 
or indict a dangerous or fatal injury on 
Borne other, j>erhaps a frieud or loved 
one, is immaterial. 


It is <|uito conceivable that a dentist, 


on almost uncovering the throbbing nerve 
ol'a tooth, should bo seized with a Bud- 
den desire to penetrate to that sensitive 
tissue, and should, with one movement 
of tho wrist, (Jurist tho instrument deep 
into tbe agonized cavity. 
But it isn't 


Jilrrly th;it such cnsrs would become 
known if they hup]K>ned. -And there 
would Ito under all such circumstances 
tho general excuse of accident or unfore- 
seen complication. 


It Is thought hy wimo that many of the 


insUitiues ri-cordixl in the daily papers of 
fatal wounds inflicted by weapons in the 
hand:; of IKHTJOIIS who "didn't know they 
were loaded" may lx> oxplmncd on tho 
theory of morbid imputa*. Tho Irish- 
mini at DoHiiybeouk fair, who hit every 
baro pale ho KIW, was moved lirst of all 
by a morbid impulse. There is something 
dnvilish in the disposition of many if not 
most human 1 icings, which may nover 
crop on(, never cuuiu to bu re;diy.txl in the 
domain of their consciousness, but wliich
